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Proceedings  of  the  One-Hundred-and-Twelfth 
Annnal  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors 

HE  ANNUAL  MEETING  of  the  Governors  of  the  Sussex 


1  Eye  Hospital,  was  held  at  the  Hospital,  Eastern  Road, 
Brighton,  on  Tuesday,  20th  March,  1945. 

The  Deputy  Mayor  of  Brighton  (Alderman  B.  Dutton  Briant) 
presided  at  rhe  Meeting,  supported  by  Admiral  H.  d’E.  Skipwith 
(Chairman). 

It  was  moved  by  Admiral  Skipwith  that  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Management  in  summoning  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
Governors  in  March,  be  confirmed.

Alderman  Dutton  Briant,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Report 
and  Accounts,  said  ‘The  war  has  brought  about  a  paradox/ 

‘The  Hospital  is  overwhelmed  with  additional  work  because  of 
the  war,  but  through  the  war  there  is  less  staff  to  deal  with  it.  All 
the  patients  I  have  met,  however,  say  that  they  have  received  all 
possible  attention/ 

This  tribute  to  the  high  standard  of  the  Hospital's  work  was 
borne  out  by  the  Report  presented  by  Vice-Admiral  Skipwith, 
C.M.G.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  which  cites 
1944  as  a  record  year. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mrs.  Percival  White,  seconded  by  The 
Rev.  H.  F.iTomkinson — Mrs.  H.  d’E.  Skipwith  was  thanked  for 
her  gracious  services  during  the  past  year  and  re-elected  as  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Anthony  Marlowe  moved,  Hon.  Mrs.  Mitchell  Anderson 
seconded,  and  it  was  carried  that  their  Graces  the  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  Richmond  and  Gordon,  the  Right  Hon.  the  Countess 
of  Chichester,  Lepel,  Lady  Barrett  Lennard,  and  the  Right  Hon. 
Lord  Leconfield  be  elected  Patrons  of  the  Hospital;  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  be  re-elected  Vice-Presidents  for  the  ensuing  year:  the  Mayor 
of  Brighton,  the  Mayor  of  Hove,  the  Vicar  of  Brighton,  the 
Vicar  of  Hove,  Mrs.  A.  Groom,  Mrs.  Warren  Pearl,  Mrs.  Percival 
White  and  Mrs.  Woodhouse. 
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It  was  moved  by  Hon.  Mrs.  Mitchell  Anderson,  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Arthur  Groom,  that  Mr.  B.  Y.  Bevan  be  thanked  for  his 
services  and  re-appointed  Treasurer,  and  Barclays  Bank,  Ltd.,  be 
the  Bankers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  the  motion  of  Mrs.  Schurr,  seconded  by  Mrs.  MacManus 
the  following  Governors  were  elected  to  the  Committee:  Lady 
Sullivan,  The  Hon.  Mrs.  Mitchell  Anderson,  Mrs.  Anthony  Mar¬ 
lowe,  Mrs.  Arthur  Groom,  Mrs.  Percival  White,  the  Rev.  Sir 
Frederick  Sullivan,  Bart.,  the  Rev.  H.  F.  Tomkinson,  Vice- 
Admiral  H.  d’E.  Skipwith  Colonel  A.  Q.  Browning,  T.D., 
O.B.E.,  J.P.,  Messrs.  R.  A.  Dendy,  J.  Grosvenor  Ellis,  W.  H. 
Humphrys,  M.  A.  Palmer  and  C.  J.  M.  Whittaker. 

Mr.  C.  G.  Schurr  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Appeal 
Committee,  and  all  voluntary  Workers  including  tho;  e  who  give 
their  time  in  mending  the  Hospital  Linen,  etc.,  for  their  valuable 
services  during  the  past  year,  also  to  the  Matron  (Miss  E.  Cad- 
man)  and  Nursing  Staff,  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  services 
during  the  year.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  J.  M.  Whittaker. 

On  a  motion  of  Mr.  R.  A.  Dendy,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  H.  F. 
Tomkinson,  it  was  also  resolved  that  sincere  thanks  be  conveyed 
to  Mr.  C.  G.  Schurr,  Mr.  J.  P.  Spencer- Walker,  Hon.  Surgeons; 
Mr.  T.  Keith  Clifford,  Hon.  Assistant  Surgeon,  and  Mr.  F.  H. 
Fuller,  Hon.  Dental  Surgeon;  and  Mr.  H.  Downer,  Hon. 
Rhinologist,  for  their  valuable  services  during  the  past  year. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  on  the  motion  of  Admiral 
Skipwith  to  the  Deputy  Mayor  for  presiding.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee 
of  Management  for  the  Year,  1944. 


The  Committee  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  submitting  once 
again  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  1944. 

The  Committee  is  conscious  that  an  unusual  devotion  and  loyalty 
has  enabled  the  Voluntary  Hospitals,  not  only  to  remain  true  to 
their  original  mission,  but  to  extend  their  services.  Reading  the 
history  of  our  Hospitals,  we  see  that  the  future  was  always  un¬ 
certain.  But  the  principles  and  ideals  which  inspired  their  foun¬ 
dation  are  never  uncertain,  and  in  the  story  of  yesterday  we  find 
hope  for  tomorrow.  The  service  which  the  Sussex  Eye  Hospital 
set  out  to  perform  112  years  ago,  must  ever  be  vital  to  our 
national  life — and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  recognised  with 
increasing  conviction. 

The  Eye  Hospital  has  not  only  carried  on  its  normal  work  during 
the  whole  period  of  the  War  without  loss  of  effectiveness  or 
efficiency,  but  in  1944,  the  work  has  reached  a  record  height  as 
the  following  figures  demonstrate: — 

Patients  admitted  to  the  Wards...  ...  ...  753 

Operations  performed  in  the  Theatre  ...  ...  547 

Patients’  treated  in  the  Out-patients’ 

Department,  (including  2507  Casualties  ...  8454

Attendances  in  the  Orthoptic  Department  ...  4851 

This  large  volume  of  medical  and  surgical  work  has  been  almost 
entirely  carried  through  by  the  three  remaining  Members  of  the 
Honorary  Staff — Mr.  C.  G.  Schurr,  Mr.  J.  P.  Spencer-Walker  and 
Mr.  T.  Keith  Clifford — and  the  Committee  again  expresses  its 
grateful  thanks  for  their  devoted  service,  which  have  enabled  the 
high  standard  of  efficiency  to  be  maintained. 

The  Surgeons  and  the  Hospital  have  continued  to  receive  loyal 
support  from  the  Nursing  Staff  and  the  Committee  accords  its 
grateful  thanks  to  the  Matron  (Miss  E.  Cadman)  and  the  Members 
of  the  Nursing  Staff  for  maintaining  the  efficient  service  of  the 
Hospital. 
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The  Committee  again  desires  to  tender  its  sincere  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Skipwith  (The  President)  for  the  continuance  of  her  gracious  ser¬ 
vices  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  has  sustained  a  sad  loss  in  the  passing  of  two 
generous  friends.  In  May,  Alderman  Barnett  Marks  died.  He  had 
been  a  Member  of  the  Board  for  over  30  years,  being  its  Chairman 
from  1913  to  1932.  He  always  took  a  very  keen  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Hospital,  especially  in  the  welfare  of  the  patients. 
Under  his  Will,  a  Legacy  of  £90  has  been  bequeathed  to  the  funds 
of  the  Hospital. 

In  July,  General  Goland  Clarke  passed  away.  He  was  for 
several  years  a  Member  of  the  Board  and  a  generous  supporter  of 
this  Hospital. 

Lady  Sullivan,  and  the  Reverend  H.  F.  Tomkinson  have  joined 
the  Board  during  the  year.  The  Committee  is  glad  to  have  this 
help. 

Mrs.  Percival  White  who  has  been  a  representative  Member  on 
the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital 
since  1934,  tendered  her  resignation,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  been  accorded  to  her  for  her  valuable  services.  The 
Hon.  Mrs.  Mitchell  Anderson  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Expenditure  for  1944  reached  £13,240  10s.  6d. — nearly  double 
the  pre-war  figure.  The  increase  is  represented  by  the  extended 
services  already  referred  to  and  by  salaries  and  wages  (controlled 
by  national  agreements)  and  by  sharp  rises  in  the  cost  of  all 
commodities.  Such  rises  have  been  inseparable  from  the  higher 
wage  levels  ever  present  in  war-time. 

However,  the  expenditure  is  largely  offset  by  increased  income, 
which  has  more  than  doubled — surely  a  healthy  sign  and  a  good 
augury  for  the  future. 

The  Balance,  due  to  the  Bankers  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  only 
£437  Is.  7d. 

The  Committee  feel  sure  that  the  Governors  will  receive  this 
information  with  much  satisfaction  and  they  record  with  gratitude, 
the  loyal  and  generous  support  which  has  enabled  this  very  satis¬ 
factory  result  to  be  achieved. 

The  valuable  work  of  the  Appeal  Committee  has  been  continued 
during  the  year  and  has  largely  contributed  to  the  satisfactory 
financial  position.  The  outstanding  effort  of  the  Committee  has 
again  been  the  80,000  shilling  fund,  which  realised  the  magnificent 
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sum  of  £2,400  9s.  9d.  Sincere  thanks  are  accorded  to  Mrs.  Percival 
White  (the  Chairman),  the  Members  of  the  Committee  and  to  Mrs. 
Finney  (the  Appeal  Secretary)  for  the  splendid  work  that  is  being 
carried  on 

In  recognition  of  their  valuable  services  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  the  Appeal  Committee,  the  Committee  have  appointed 
Mrs.  MacManus,  Mrs.  Warren  Pearl,  Mr.  L.  E.  Brooks  and  Mr. 
G.  H.  Warren  Honorary  Life  Governors  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Christmas  Stocking  Fund  which  has  been  organised  for 
many  years  by  Mrs.  A.  W.  Groom,  brought  in  the  record  sum  of 
£192  13s.  9d.  Sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  Mrs.  Groom  for 
this  very  much  appreciated  annual  collection,  and  to  Mr.  B.  L. 
Gullen  who  so  ably  assists  her  collection. 

Generous  support  has  been  given  to  the  Fund  by  Mr.  Arthur  S. 
Marchant  and  the  Committee  have  appointed  him  an  Honorary 
Life  Governor  of  the  Hospital. 

In  March  the  Annual  Pound  Day  was  held.  The  record  sum  of 
£248  4s.  3d.  was  raised  in  cash  as  well  as  a  substantial  quantity 
of  gifts  in  kind.  The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  accorded 
to  the  Matron,  who  so  ably  organises  the  Day,  and  to  the  many 
friends  and  former  patients,  who  by  their  presence  and  gifts 
helped  to  make  the  day  so  successful. 

The  Matron  also  repeated  her  ‘At  Home’,  which  has  now  be¬ 
come  an  Annual  Event.  A  large  number  of  friends  availed  them¬ 
selves  of  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Hospital,  and  as  the  result 
of  the  sale  of  gifts,  etc.,  the  magnificent  sum  of  £170  3s.  2d.  was 
raised.  The  Committee  tenders  its  congratulations  to  the  Matron 
on  the  continued  success  of'this  function. 

The  Committee  record  with  gratitude  the  continued  support  of 
the  many  friends,  who  by  annual  subscriptions,  donations,  collec¬ 
tions,  gifts  in  kind  and  personal  service  have  helped  to  maintain 
the  work  of  the  Hospital.

In  common  with  most  of  the  Hospitals  throughout  the  Country, 
the  Hetherington  Scale  of  Wages  and  Conditions  for  Members  of 
the  Domestic  Staff,  has  been  adopted. 

In  consequence  of  the  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Orthoptic 
Department,  Miss  S.  M.  Balkwill  has  been  appointed  an  Assistant 
Trainer  and  is  already  proving  an  efficient  Member  of  the  Staff. 

Cordial  thanks  are  also  accorded  to  all  who  have  assisted  in  the 
efficient  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  including 
the  Chaplain  (Rev.  J.  Eastham)  for  his  Ministrations  to  the  patients 
and  Staff,  to  Mr.  G.  Russell,  who  has  been  compelled  owing  to 
ill-health,  to  give  up  the  Religous  Services,  which  he  had  carried 
on  so  successfully  for  many  years;  to  the  Members  of  the  V.A.D. 
who  have  given  valuable  help  in  the  Wards  and  Out-Patients’ 
Department,  and  to  those  Ladies  who  have  given  of  their  time  in

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Rules  and  Regulations 

UNDER  WHICH  PATIENTS  ARE  ADMITTED 
INTO  THE  HOSPITAL. 

I.  The  Hospital  shall  be  opened  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee 
of  Management  for  the  reception  of  such  Patients  as  are  entitled  to 
advice,  medicine  and  treatment  at  1.30  p.m.  every  week-day  except 
Saturdays,  when  the  Hospital  shall  be  open  at  11  o’clock.  All 
Accidents  and  Urgent  Cases  shall  be  treated  at  any  hour  on  all  days 
(Sundays  included). 

II.  Patients  are  requested  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their 
maintenance  according  to  their  means,  but  the  Indigent  Poor  are 
admitted  free. 

III.  The  Medical  Officer,  with  the  Lady  Almoner,  shall  decide  upon 
the  propriety  of  admitting  such  cases  as  may  apply. 

IV.  Patients  being  eligible,  shall  be  admitted  according  to  priority 
of  application.  ‘  Recent  Accidents  ’  and  4  Urgent  Cases  ’  take 
precedence  of  all  other  cases. 

V.  Patients  who  do  not  reside  in  Brighton  or  Hove,  and  who  are 
unable  to  present  themselves  at  the  Hospital,  shall  send  a  statement 
in  writing,  signed  by  their  Medical  Practitioner,  of  his  or  her  case,  for 
the  information  or  guidance  of  the  Medical  Officer  on  duty  who  will 
immediately  reply  to  the  same,  stating  the  day  on  which  such  person 
(if  deemed  a  proper  subject)  will  be  received  into  the  Hospital.  The 
Medical  Officer  will  still  be  at  liberty  to  reject  such  patients  on  their 
arrival,  if,  upon  examination,  he  sees  fit  to  do  so. 

VI.  Women  advanced  in  pregnancy,  or  persons  disordered  in 
intellect,  or  labouring  or  suspected  to  be  labouring  under  any  infectious 
disease,  shall  not  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital  as  In-Patients. 

VII.  No  Patient  shall  continue  in  the  Hospital  longer  than  one 
month,  unless  the  attending  Medical  Officer  shall  deem  it  necessary. 

VIII.  The  Medical  Officer  will  give  his  written  orders  for  diet  and 
treatment. 

IX.  A  Member  of  the  Committee  will  visit  and  inspect  the  Hos¬ 
pital  once  at  least  in  every  week. 

X.  No  fee,  reward,  or  gratuity  shall  be  paid  by,  or  on  behalf  of 
any  patient  to  any  employee  of  the  Hospital  for  the  benefit  of  sach 
employee,  or  other  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  services  done 
or  to  be  done,  on  account  of  the  Hospital. 

XI.  All  records,  reports  and  notes  relating  to  Patients  are  the 
property  of  the  Hospital  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  private  and 
confidential.
